Bordt-moAvn, N. J., July 15. — This,

Dixon li-jfc, is about to undertake th-1 
establishment utK>a an extensive sou]'* 
of an educational and industrial inst'.- 
tutioii similar tw that es'abh-shi-d and 
maintained by Booker T. Washington 
at Tus,!ii-gee, Ala. XeAV Jersey is the 
historic "nrgro promised land," consid- 
erably over one-third of its population 
being the descendants Of Ham. Out of 
a total of 1,883,069, as given in the 
tAvelfth census, there are (;y,044 col- 
ored people in the state. 


The negro population of New Jersey 


goes back to the day of colonial slav- 
ery. An agreement was made for slaves 
in "the concessions and agreement" of 
the lords proprietors Berkeley and 
Carteret as far back as 1604. Later 
legislation placed a duty on slaves 
brought into the state. The Quaker 
spirit which prevailed in New Jersey 
was against slavery, and in 1738 the 
Friends in their various meetings de- 
nounced slavery and began to cultivate 
the abolition sentiment. In 1S04 the 
gradual abolition 
act was passed, 


Avhich provided that every child born 
of a slas-e should be free. 


The proposed state industrial school 


starts out Avith a generous appropria 
tion of $3-7>,000 voted by the legislature 
at its session last AVinter. This amount 
is placed at the disposal of the state 
board of education, being immediately 
aA-ailable for the purchase of a site and 
the erection of buildings, and more is 
promised Avheii required for the en 
largement of the plant and the mainte- 
nance of the institution. 


The site has not yet been selected, 


but the leaders of the colored people 
are extremely anxious that the institu- 
tion shall be located on the famous 
"Old Ironsides" property, near this 
place, where there is already an indus- 
trial school for colored boys and girls 
maintained by the state. 


The "Ironsides" property overlook* 


the Delaware river and is a beautiful 
location. It is leased by the state for 
the present school, where about a hyn- 
dred children are now cared for an/, 
are given a general as Avell as a tech- 
nical education. The buildings, IIOAV- 
ever, are dilapidated and badly ar- 
ranged for either classroom or dormi- 
tory purposes.

ducers, and from it is secured the 
greater part of the daily output of the 
mine." 


Fire Boss Retalllck, you see, has no 


thought of accusing anybody. lie has 
worked long in the mines, and it seems 
natural to him that the mine owners 
should hazard human life for the sake 
of keeping up the output of "one of the 
best producers." 


The mine owners knew the peril if 


this witness, who does not hold them 
blameworthy, is to be credited. 


"The mine grew dangerous about a 


week ago," he says. 


Then they "took the utmost precan 


tion" thus: 


"At that time it was decided tlmt no 


novices should be allowed in this sec- 
tion of the mine at all, and the mine 
officials selected twelve of the best and 
most experienced workmen they had to 
op.erate it Those men were careful. 
but as a general rule you will not find 
a miner who has the least sense of 
fear." 


Miners cannot afford to have _fear 


Were they always or often thinking of 
the chances of death in their hazard- 
ous calling they would lose the courage 
necessary to follow it. But it <is''the 
duty of rnins owners not to encourage 
this carelessness or take financial ad- 
vantage of it at the risk of such hor- 
rorps.as that at Johnstown. 


The managers of the Cambria Steel 


company's mine seem, according to 
Fire Boss Rctallick, to have gone far 
beyond even such guilt He represents 
them as being open eyed gamblers in 
human life. 


One hundred and fifteen men weru 


killed in the Johnstown disaster. 


If that disaster was preventar-'e. if 


the mine managers deliberately sent 
the miners into the mine to face condi- 
tions which they knew were danger- 
ous, a great crime has been committed. 


It is to be hoped that the coroner and 


district attorney of Johnstown are men 
of courage who are not afraid to do 
their duty. 


Let tlie whole truth respecting the 


causes of the slaughter of those 11." 
miners be made known.— New York 
American and Journal.

'SILOS AND THEIR COST. 


Kr. W»VBer of MJ«»onri Telia How 


to Construct One Cheaply. 


A perfect silo can be built for one- 


half to one-third the expense they cosi 
many who build or buy them, writes 
B. P. Wagner ia Practical Farmer. By 
building it octagonal or eight sid<xl iu 
shape and the ceiling perpendicular, 
with two thicknesses of inch heuiJoek 
boards with felt paper between, a per- 
fect silo may be made at a small cost. 
J built one in July, 3«S)l>, and hay* 
filled it twice. It gave perfect satis- 
faction. Every silo that has l>een l»u!3t 
in this vicinity since has been built 
after the same plan. They can Lo built 
any size wanted. Wilh 2,500 feet o? 
good hemlock boards, OOu 2 by I\<. :$ 
feet long, and $0 worth of felt and 
nails, three men can build a sUo in 
three days. The expense for the roor 
anil bottom would be the same as for 
any other shape or style. 1 got out 
timber for mine, and paying the saw 
bill, cement, nails, paper and mason 
work cost me $34.40. The size Is 12 
feet inside and 24 feet high. It will 
hold silage enough to feed twelve hc^d 
of cattle for six months. 


When the foundation is completed, 


place the sills on and nail the corners 
together. Then set the boards t»p a~t 
the corners and plumb them with a 
level or a plumb staff. Let one mail 
hold the joists on the outside where 
they belong. Place two feet npart and 
nail them from the inside. Spike tho 
joists at the corners as you go up for 
the first twelve feet, and then put the 
upper section up the same way. The 
joist may be sawed the same length 
with a crosscut saw by bunching 
them together. The joists and boards 
at the corners all have to be the same 
slant, which is a square miter or an 
angle of 43 degrees. I cut my'com 
when fairly in the state of roasting: 
ears, and should be cut into the silo 
as hauled from the field without wilt- 
ing. No salt is used, and the cut mass 
is simply allowed to settle with as lit- 
tle tramping as possible. A cover oC 
cut straw or hay is placed over the 
top, and the work is done. You can be- 
gin to use it as soon as needed in the- 
fall. The silo should be made as air 
tight at the bottom and sides as possi- 
ble and a good roof over it, while the 
ventilators at the top may remain open 
most of the time. 


Avoid Fattening Food*. 


Never feed fattening foods to dairy 


animals. The tendency to lay on fiesh 
should be discouraged. Avoid so far 
as possible corn, barley and other high- 
ly carbonaceous foods. 


P. f. Morgan in Practical Farmer 


gives the following information 
on, 


how to make cheese: 
•-, -,-r - 


It is best to use both night's'' arid 


morning's milk. 
Stir all together till 


well mixed, pour into a boiler (a wash 
boiler if you have one) on the stove 
and heat slowly till the thermometer 
stands at 90 degrees, stirring it often 
to prevent scorching. Now pour it oft 
into your tub or churn if you have one. 
If you have twelve gallons of milk, it 
will require one rennet tablet. If less 
milk, take less of tablet. Tse rennet in 
proportion of one tablet to a hundred 
pounds of milk. Dissolve the rennet in 
about two tablespoonfuls of warm wa- 
ter. When the milk has cooled down to 
S5 degrees, put in the dissolved rennet, 
stirring constantly until thoroughly 
mixed. In about three minutes jou 
can see the milk changing to cheese. 
Cease stirring nctnr and cover up for 
fifteen minutes. A higher temperature 
than 85 degrees hastens the process, 
but wastes the butter fat and makes 
the curd tough. Handle the curd very 
gently till it is solid, as rough or quick 
treatment causes escape of butter fat. 
and impoverishes the cheese. Now lift 
the cloth, and you will see the whole 
mass coagulated. Take a long knife 
and cut clear to the bottom with long, 
slow, sweeping strokes. Let stand a 
few mmutes an'd dip off all freed whey 
with saucer or skimmer. Cross cut as 
before, leaving curd in inch squares. 
Dip off whey again. Again cut curd, 
dip whey, as it collects very rapic%, 
and the tub can be tilted so as to drain 
off or if a churn is used tilt it and put 
a saucer inside to prevent curd frrm_ 
blocking the passage after pulling out 
the churn plug. Let it drain this way. 
cutting occasionally, as before, till tho 
curd is quite solid and squeaks. Then 
remove, salt to taste and chop fine 
with a chopping knife. Lay a square 
of muslin In your hoop (pail or a peck 
measure). The muslin should be dipped 
and wrung out In hot water. Poui>iu 
the chopped curd and bring corners of 
muslin together and pin over top of 
curd. N'ever mind If hoop is ever so 
full. It will sink down. Set to drip on 
top of pail or pan. Put light weights 
on at first 


Let it now stand this way for four 


hours. Take out and change muslin, 
turn cheese, return to hoop, add more 
weight and repeat this till cheese only 
makes tho 
cloth 
damp. 
Usually 


change cloth and turn cheese about 
twice a day. Thirty-six hours is suffi- 
cient time for a small size cheese to 
press. Now take from hoop, cut cheese- 
cloth to fit around cheese large^enough 
,to lap on both ends of cheese. Cut two 
pieces to fit ends. Now smear all over 
with good salt butter, put your cheese- 


1 cloth smoothly on nntl paste down 


flmooth with bntter to keep out cheese 
fly; put cheeso In cool, dry, niry place 
find rnb nnd turn every dny to keep off 
tho mold. If butter dries In, put on a 
little more. 
The length of tlmo for 


cheeso to ripen depends on «!«> of 
cbeeae, as a email cheese ripens sooner 
than a large one. T would leave U un-

Wltli AbolIUoi^of Boer Monopoly on 


Dynamite Ore Can Be Mined With 
aioclt Greater 1'ruflt — Legal (tne»- 
tlunv to Be Settled. 


iSpecial Correspondence.] 


Pretoria, June 27.—With the return 


of peace to the Transvaal there Is a 
revival of interest in the gold mines'of 
the Rand, and soon there will be a very 1 
general resumption of the void mining 
operations, which were interrupted by 
tin- war. There are, however, some 
delicate and complicated questions 
growing out of the change of sover- 
eignty and political control which 
must be adjusted before everything 
will be running smoothly again. 


Of most interest both to British set- 


tlers in South Africa and to investors 
hi South African mining ventures is 
the question of the liability of the new 
government for the obligations of the 
late republic. Very diverse considera- 
tions affect the different categories in- 
to which these liabilities necessarily 
fall. In the first place, there is the 
question of the liability of the new 
Transvaal administration to outland- 
ers, whether British or neutral, for 
property commandeered by the govern- 
ments of the late republics. Then 
there is the question of the liability of 
the new administration for damages 
for the expulsion of British outlanders. 


The status of the various mining and 


other companies in the Transvaal now 
under British dominion, the position of 
concession holders under concessions 
grantee! by the late republic and. the 
present legal rights of those who have 
a right to exploit hitherto unesploited 
mineral fields are questions to be con- 
sidered and adjusted. 


It is believed, however, that notwith- 


standing the change in the political 
status of the Transvaal which will fol- 
low the recently concluded peace and 
final establishment of British rule the 
main features of the mining law of the 
South African Republic will be re- 
tained and certain oppressive fea- 
tures of monopolies, etc., bearing with 
special weight on the mining industry 
will be abolished. The dynamite mo- 
nopoly was one that bore most heavily 
on the mining industry, and. according 
to the reports of the state mining engi- 
neer, explosives, including fuse and 
detonators, amounted to nearly 10 per 
cent of the total working costs of the 
mines. In addition to this it was im- 
possible to obtain the proper quality 
for the most economic.-11 working, and 
often 30 per cent or 50 per cent gelatin 
had to be used in many instances. 
where 60 per cent gelatin would have 
been much cheaper.

part of the mining law proper—that is, 
the law regulating the tenure of min-

On the other hand, 
let one examine closely the machine 
made rug, and one will find the most 
perfect symmetry of pattern, so much 
so in fact that the design looks posi- 
tively rigid and harsh. This a pretty 
safe guide, and if observed one will 
seldom mistake au imitation for a gen- 
uine Persian rug.

Cnltlvntlatr Ginger. 


Ginger is made a matter of scientific 


culture in Jamaica. It Is propagated by 
cutting up small pieces of the root, and 
If possible, rich, cool soil from recent- 
ly cleared woods is selected for it. It 
is a great impoverisher of the soil and 
grows so luxuriantly that in a short 
time a little piece of root will spread so 
as to produce nearly a pound of new 
roots. The sets are planted Iu March 
or April and get to their full growth 
about September. 


The roots are dug usually in Jamaica 


In January or February. They are 
washed, exposed to the sun until thor- 
oughly dried and packed In parcels of 
about a hundred pounds each. In order 
to dry them more rapidly they are first 
scalded in a little copper pot in order 
to destroy life, of which the roots are 
very tenacious. 
White ginger 
aufl 


black ginger are from the same roots, 
the difference arising from methods of 
curing. Roots for sugar preserving are 
dug while quite young, before the 
stems are more than five or six inches 
high.

Buttermilk AVheys. 


One of our southern readers who has 


a.market for all the buttermilk he can 
piodtice at 10 cents per. gallon writes 
that in the summer time the buttermilk 
after setting awhile will separate, the 
curd rising to the top /uid the whey 
settling at the bottom, <fcd he inquires 
if there is any way to prevent this that 
%onRJ iiot be at all objectionable or 
detrimental to the health of customers, 
says Hoard's Dairyman. 


The only way known to us to accom- 


plish what our correspondent desires is 
in the first place not to let the cronui 
get too sour before churning and to 
keep the buttermilk as coo! as p'ossible. 
There is nothing in the way of pre- 
servatives or chemicals of any kind 
i£]jat cnn be added to the buttermilk 
that will accomplish this result and at 
the same time not be detrimental to 
the health of people using it. 


A Ji-.sMiiieN!* EnJry. 


tfiOne of the well to do dairy farmers 
of Orange county, X. Y.. is E. A. Sic- 
Coy, lie is fecdinu about fifty cows. 
Generally he has about sixty. lie has 
been feeding hominy made of sweet 
corn. There are two grades, fine and 
coarse, and it costs about i?^l per ton 
in carload lots. It is fed by mixing 
one-half ship and given to the cattle 
dry. About seven pounds per head i.s 
given each feed, morning and night, 
nnd all the hay the cows will cat. The 
farm contains 23-1 acres and nsnnlly 
cuts about 130 loads of hay each sea- 
son. 


The manure produced is drawn out 


daily from the barns and spread direct- 
ly on the meadows, grass land and oth- 
er fields. About two loads are pro- 
duced daily. 


"Witter For Dniry COTVS. 


Good water aud plenty of It. untaint- 


ed by any manure heap, barnyard ur 
any other source, must be given to the 
cows. They must have access to it, so 
that they can drink their till, whether 
it be iu the manger, in the stable, in 
a trough or by any otlier means. I 
have never known a case where a cow 
having the water carried to her by a. 
bucket got enough, says V. 10. Fuller. 
The carrier becomes tired sooner than 
the cow every time. Cows in mill; con- 
sume about fiO per cent more than dry 
cows. It was found by careful experi- 
ment at one of tho experiment stations 
that more than live pounds of water 
was consumed to every pound of milk 
produced. 


Thunder nml Milk.

storms this summer should be accom- 
panied by the unusual amount, of Hour 
milk if the old belief that thunder- 
storms sour milk is true, but (here has 
been no complaint on that score M> far 
as reports show, snys Hoard's Iiairy- 
inan.

exercise, and 
avoid 
cold 


winds or rains, heavy drinks of very 
cold water or allowing the cow to lie 
dovni in a cold place. It may be a con- 
stitutional weakness in some cows, due 
perhaps to close breediusr, too high 
feeding of the mother or lack of exer- 
cise. It sometimes bcems to be an epi- 
demic and attacks almost every cow in 
the herd, yet in such cases we should 
look rather to find some cause common 
to the treatment of the whole than to 
it being contagious. 


The treatment by cold water cure 


has been recommended by some—that 
is, wrapping her body in a wet sheet. 
then covering with two or three wool- 
en blankets and :\ rubber blanket if at 
hand. This should start a perspiration 
In fifteen to twenty minutes, and if it 
does not repeat it. To move the bowels 
take one ounce mix voinica, sixteen to 
eighteen ounces glauber or epsom salts, 
four and a half ounces common table 
salt, and boil for ten minutes in two 
quarts of water; then give a pint once 
an hour: With this should go the injec- 
tion of warm soapsuds, taking care to 
sec that she can swallow by trying 
with a little water first. 


Another remedy recommended by 


some veterinarians, especially if tho 
auiuial is so nearly paralyzed as to 
have ditticrilty in swallowing, i.s a hy- 
podermic injection of esorine or ergo- 
tine.'"the" esorine nt one to two grains 
in water enough to dissolve, the trgo- 
tine twenty to thirty grains in as much 


* water as will dissolve or two and a 
j half ounces fluid extract, whicli may 


be repeated in twelve hours. The eso- 
rine need not bo given but once, as if it 
fail.-; to ar-t the bowels are paralysed. 


While by this treatment th:mo cases 


j that are detected in the early statics 


can usually bo cured, it is almost hope- 
less when the animals have readied 
that condition of paralysis where they 
cannot stand on their feet when lifted 
up.

Cottage hospital about thrc-e o'clock 
this morning from terrible injuries 
which he received 
on -.he Eastern

bridge 
near 


Eltlredge's brewery, on Thursday ev- 
ening by Peter Mooney, with his left 
leg nearly cut off, just 
below 
the 


knee. 


It was not far from eleven o'clock, 


and Mooney was on his way home, 
when his attention was attracted by a 
call for help from the bridge. Mooney 
responded to the call, and found Kel- 
liher in the condition described. 


He promptly summoned Officer An- 


derson, with whom he had been talk- 
ing a few moments before, and the 
officer sent in a call for the 
ambu- 


lance. A considerable crowd collected 
in a very few moments, and willing 
hands quickly removed Kelliher from 
the track. The officer, however, found 
it necessary to stop the Bar Harbor 
express. 


Tha ambulance was sent out in 


charge of Officers Hurley and Hilton, 
and Kelliher was taken to the Cot- 
tage- hospital. 


Drs. Towle, Heffenger and Hanna- 


t'ord were summoned, and Kelliher 
was taken into the operating 
room. 


The leg had been -so nearly severed 
that but very few seconds were re- 
quired for the work of amputation. 
It was, however, found necessary to 
amputate the lltnb above the knee. 


Kelliher also sustained severe cuts 


and bruises about the hip and head. 


It is believed that he was run over 


by a shifter which had taken some 
cars up to the brewery a 
few mo- 


ments before Kelliher was found on 
the bridge by Mooney. T-hc accident, 
probably occurred when the shifter 
was on its way back to the station. 


Kiillihc-r hau been employed as a 


coal heaver on the Concord railroad 
wharf. He leaves a widow and three 
children.
